SGA  Declares 
$4000  Surplus 

Newly  -  elected  Freshman 
class  officers  and  SGA  repres- 
entatives were  introduced  to 
members  of  the  SGA  at  their 
weekly  meeting,  Monday* 
November  13  at  6:30  p.  m. 

President  Tom  Christensen 
opened  the  meeting  by  reading 
a  letter  from  the  Kampus  Vue 
editors  declining  an  invitation 
to  attend  the  meeting  and  dis- 
cuss the  "problems  of  the  pa- 
per." Although  the  editors 
invited  the  SGA  to  its  staff 
meeting  of  November  15,  the 
SGA  decided  to  extend  another 
invitation. 

Treasurer  Paul  Celuzza 
presented  a  financial  report 
noting  that  SGA  had  a  $4000 
surplus  after  setting  the  vari- 
ous budgets.  It  was  voted  to 
appropriate  $500  to  the  Emer- 
gency Loan  Fund,  bringing  the 
total  in   that  fund  to   $1000.

Washington  (CPS)  —  Four- 
fifths  of  the  nationrrSJ.s\ate  col- 
leges and  universities  have 
raised  tuition,  fees,  and  room 
and   board  rates  this  year. 

A  report  just  issued  by  the 
National  Association  of  State 
Universities  and  Land  Grant 
Colleges  (NASULGC)  and  the 
Association  of  State  Colleges 
and  Universities  (ASCU)  says 
"there  is  hardly  a  student 
in  the  country  who  will  pay 
as  much  for  his  freshman  year 
of  college  as  he  will  for  his 
senior  year. 

"Tuition,  fees,  and  room  and 
board  charges  are  rising  so 
fast  and  so  .often  that  today's 
state  university  senior  is  pay- 
ing about  15  per  cent  more  for, 
his  education  this  year  than 
he  did  as  a  freshman  in  1964," 
the  report  adds.  And  that's 
if  you're  an  in-state  student. 
Non-residents  are  paying  23 
per  cent  more  than  they  did 
as  freshmenr 

The  NASULGC  represents 
large  state  universities  and  the 
ASCU  represents  smaller  state 
colleges  and  universities. 

The  report  shows  a  6.5  per 
cent  increase  in  in-state  tuition 
and  fees  at  NASULGC  institu- 
tions from  a  medium  of  $330 
last  year  to  $351.50  this  year. 
Out-of-state  tuition  went  up 
8.4  per  cent  from  $784  to  $850. 

At  ASCU  institutions,  in- 
state-tuition  and  fees  rose  four 
per  cent,  from  $250  to  $260.; 
Out-of-state  tuition  and  fees 
rose  nine  per  cent  from  $550.50 
to  $600. 

Room  rates  rose  sharply  at 
the  big  schools,  increasing  12 
per  cent  for  men  and  16.3  per 
cent  for  women.  Room  in- 
creases at  the  smaller  colleges 
and  board  increases  generally 
were  all  slightly  smaller.

— Rising  costs  of  food,  labor, 
operation,    and     construction. 

The  report  also  says  tuition 
increases  are  often  "justified 
by  a  desire  to  keep  charges 
in  line  with  those  of  compar- 
able neighboring  institutions." 
The  need  for  more  funds  to 
compete  for  "scarce  faculty 
talent"  also  results  in  many 
tuition  increases. 

The  report  says  tuition  is 
now  nearly  three  times  as  high 
as  it  was  20  years  ago.  And 
out-of-state  fees  are  going  up 
especially  fast.  Non-resident 
students  are  paying  one-third 
more  than  they  paid  in  1964- 
65.  In  that  year  only  four 
large  universities  charged 
more  than  $1000  a  year;  this 
year  there  are  22.  '- 

This  increase  in  out-of-state 
tuition  "generally  reflect 
moves  to  make  non-resident 
students  pay  a  larger  share  of 
their  costs,  while  state  tax 
funds  are  devoted  to  under- 
writing costs  of  instruction  for 
in-state  tuitions. 

However,  it  should  be  noted 
that  at  FSC  the  tuition  rates 
for  in-state  and  out-of-state 
students  and  the  costs  for 
room  and  board  have  not  risen. 
The  following  chart  shows  the 
rates  for  the  major  fees  at 
FSC:

"SONG   OF  THE   DEAD,"  the 

Meaning  of  Holocaust 

Judaic  Club  members  Rick 
Pollino,  Carol  Snagg,  and 
Pauline  Rogers  attended  a  lec- 
ture by  Elie  Wiesel  at  Cohen 
Auditorium  at  Tufts  Univer- 
sity on  Thursday,  October  9. 
The  capacity  crowd  listened  to 
Mr.  Wiesel  speak  on  "Song  of 
the  Dead,"  the  meaning  of 
holocaust. 

The  acclaimed  novelist 
stated  that  indifference  to  life 
and  to  people  was  a  possible 
meaning  of  holocaust.  He  felt 
that  people  who  do  not  care 
enough  about  others  do  in  fact 
create  holocaust.  Because  he 
does  not  want  to  attempt  to 
discover  the  meaning  of  holo- 
caust for  fear  of  consequences, 
Mr.  Wiesel  concluded  by  not- 
ing, "I  think  it  defies  mean- 
ing." 

Mr.  Wiesel,  a  native  of  Ro- 
mania, was  imprisoned  at 
Auschwitz  during  World  War 
II.  After  the  war  he  went  to 
Paris  where  he  wrote  The 
Jews  of  Silence,  Night,  Dawn, 
The  Accident,  and  The  Gates 
of  the  Forest.  He  is  the  reci- 
pient of  B'nai  B'rith's  Jewish 
Heritage  Award  for  excellence 
in  Literature.

To  the  editor  of  the  Kampus 
Vue: 

Re:  the  "Support  Our  Boys  in 

Vietnam"  rally. 

I  attended  the  rally  on  Nov. 
15  not  in  opposition,  but 
rather  in  support  of  its  stated 
purpose.  I  too  feel  that  the 
welfare  of  our  servicemen  in 
Vietnam  should  be  one  of  our 
most  important  concerns.  I 
would  like  to  make  the  point, 
however,  that  we  can  give  sup- 
port to  our  relatives  and 
friends  involved  in  this  war 
without  agreeing  with  our  gov- 
ernment's foreign  policy.  We 
should  guard  ourselves  against 
the  "our  country  right  or 
wrong"   attitude. 

I  believe  that  the  position  of 
the  United  States  government 
regarding  Vietnam  is  totally 
Unjustified.  If  one  studies  the 
history  of  our  involvement  in 
Vietnam  it  is  obvious  that  the 
United  States  is  in  error;  and 
the  error  is  a  tragic  one.  In 
World  War  II  Ho  Chi  Minh 
was  an  ally  of  the  United 
States  against  Japan;  indeed, 
he  was  even  on  the  govern- 
ment payroll  at  one  time.  At 
the  end  of  the  war  the  people 
of  Vietnam  declared  them- 
selves independent  of  French 
colonial  rule  and  elected  Ho 
Chi  Minh  president  of  the 
Republic  of  Vietnam.  When 
the  French  tried  to  regain  their 
colonial  interests,  the  United 
States  backed  them.  Why  we 
did  so  is  still  shrouded  in 
mystery;  perhaps  it  was  be- 
cause we  needed  France's  sup- 
port to  set  up  NATO.  At  any 
rate,  when  the  French  lost  and 
left,  the  United  States  was 
left  holding  the  bag. 

In  1954  a  temporary  truce 
was  called  and  Ho  Chi  Minh's 
forces  were  concentrated  in 
the  North.  During  this  truce 
French  supporters  saw  an  op- 
portunity to  grab  power  and 
set  up  the  Republic  of  South 
Vietnam.  This  was  not  a 
democratic  process,  but  rather 
a  seizure  of  power  by  force. 
Jn  1964  elections  were  sup- 
posed to  be  held  so  that  the 
Vietnamese  people  could  de- 
termine their  future  for  them- 
selves. These  elections  were 
never  held. 

1  would  also  like  to  dispute 
the  idea  of  "Communist  ag- 
gression". These  people  are 
fighting  to  unify  their  coun- 
try. The  involvement  of  the 
Red  Chinese  is  the  same  type 
type  of  involvement  that  the 
U.  S.  would  take  if  there  were 
500,000  Chinese  troops  in 
Mexico.  For  these  reasons  I 
feel  that  our  position  in  Viet- 
nam must  be  re-evaluated. 
Yes,  support  our  boys  in  Viet- 
nam; let's  bring  them  home. 

Finally,  I  want  to  make  it 
clear  that  I  am  speaking  for 
myself  personally.  This  opinion 
is  mine  alone  and  has  no  di- 
rect connection  with  any  or- 
ganization  or  individuals.

As  of  November  15,  1967  the 
Student  Government  Associa- 
tion of  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege has  no  constitution,  no 
set  method  of  council  prece- 
dure,  no  corresponding  sec- 
retary, no  agenda  available  to 
the  student  body  without  re- 
quest, unpublicized  meetings 
at  which  there  are  no  quorums 
(if  a  quorum  can  be  determin- 
ed without  a  constitution),  and 
ambiguous  charging  as  pub- 
lished in  the  Kampus  Vue.  Are 
you  amazed?  Interested?  Wor- 
ried? You  should  be! 

What  is  the  council  doing 
about  the  situation?  At  the 
present  there  is  discussion 
about  setting  a  date  for  a 
constitutional  convention  at 
which  a  constitution  will  be 
decided  upon.  However,  until 
this  time  the  SGA  will  be 
functioning  illegally.  Once  the 
constitution  is  accepted,-  a  set 
method  of  procedure  will  be 
established  and  hopefully  fol- 
lowed. The  number  of  council 
members  to  form  a  quorum 
will  also  be  legally  set.  This, 
though,  does  not  imply  that 
a  quorum  will  be  present  at 
every  meeting.  SGA's  "Scoop," 
a  published  agenda  for  the 
council  members  and  for  any- 
one who  requests  a  copy,  will 
soon  be  posted  on  all  major 
bulletin  boards.  Next,  the 
cause  for  unpublicized  meet- 
ings lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
SGA  does  not  have  a  corres- 
ponding secretary.  An  elec- 
tion to,  fill  this  position  is  cur- 
rently being  set  up.  Lastly, 
the  rules  for  charging,  parti- 
cularly the  first  contain  such 
words  as  "organization"  and 
"soliciting,"  which  have  both 
positive  and  negative  connota- 
tions. A  number  of  individuals 
are  now  working  to  insert 
words  that  have  more  speci- 
fic meanings. 

If_ihe  information  in  this 
article  arouses  you  in  any 
way,  there  is  something  you 
can  do.  Council  meetings  are 
conducted  every  Monday  night 
at  6:45  in  S-101.  If  you  are 
interested  in  the  issues  on  an 
agenda  for  a  certain  meeting, 
attend  that  meeting  and  voice 
your  opinion.  You  may  also 
personally  express  your  ideas 
to  your  representative  at  the 
SGA  office  during  the  ap- 
pointed hours  or  contact  him 
by  mail.  Shortly,  pictures  of 
all  council  members  with  their 
SGA  positions,  mail  box  num- 
bers, and  office  hours  will  be 
posted  in  or  near  the  mail 
room. 

The  present  council  does 
have  faults,  but  at  least  there 
is  a  realization  that  they  exist 
and  must  be  corrected.  Lack 
of  communication  between  the 
council  members  and  the  stu- 
dent body  is  a  definite  prob- 
lem and  a  cause '  of  these 
faults.  Therefore,  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  entire  student  com- 
munity is  a  means  to  rectify 
the  situation.

Well,  I  was  in  that  film;  inside  a  one  man  submarine 
disguised  as  Namu,  I  did  some  of  the  most  ferocious  fight 
scenes  ever  filmed.  The  violence  of  that  scene  made  the 
movie  a  sensation  at  every  drive-in  in  the  country.  Namu 
even  won  an  Academy  Award  as  the  best  ferocious  scene 
by  a  killer  whale  in  a  full  length  color  motion  picture. 

Since  I  did  the  ferocious  scene  I  knew  Namu  didn't 
deserve  the  award  and  Namu  knew  it  too.  Namu  felt 
pretty  bad  about  getting  credit  for  what  I  had  done;  so 
in  gratitude  he  gave  me  an  eight  by  ten  color  glossy  photo- 
graph of  himself  and  one  of  his  false  teeth.  I've  worn 
the  tooth  as  a  souvenir  ever  since. 

But  that's  not  why  I  came  to  see  you  today  friends. 
I  came  to  tell  you  about  what  happened  to  me  last  week- 
end in  Boston. 

Last  Saturday  night  I  was  walking  the  streets  of  Bos- 
ton, waiting  for  it  to  be  time  to  take  the  late  bus  back 
home.

I  walked  by  the  pizza  place,  I  walked  by 
the  penny  arcade,  I  walked  by  the  State  Theater  and 
looked  at  the  pictures  of  "Whip's  Women"  and  "Lust  Dust", 
and  all  the  time  I  walked  I  whistled  louder  and  louder. 

Suddenly,  on  the  same  side  of  the  street,  on  the  very 
same  side,  walking  toward  me  at  a  leisurely  pace  was  the 
most  terrifying  human  being  I  have  ever  seen.  He  was 
big,  he  was  real  big,  black  as  hell,  and  the  meanest  look- 
ing man  I've  ever  seen.  Well,  he  kept  coming  toward 
me  and  I  kept  coming  toward  him  and  we  got  closer  and 
closer  and  closer  to  each  other.  And  then  we  were  right 
next  to  each  other  and  I  was  walking  a  Mttle  faster  now. 
We  were  right  next  to  each  other  and  then  he  stopped. 
"Kid",  I  stopped,  I  was  frozen  —  couldn't  move.  I  summed 
up  all  my  courage  and  bravely  answered,  "Yup".  "Kid,, 
do  you  know  where  the  Cinerama  Movie  house  is?"  I  did, 
so  I  told  him. 

Just  as  he  was  leaving  I  noticed  something  around 
his  neck.  Something  about  2%  inches  long,  curved  at 
one  end  and  came  to  a  point.  I  smiled,  asked  Mm  to  wait 
a  minute,  tore  open  my  shirt,  and  showed  him  Namu's 
gift.     He  smiled. 

And  now,  whenever  somebody  asks  me  what  that 
thing  around  my  neck,  is,  I  tell  them.  "Goddammit  — 
it's  brotherhood."

New  York  (CPS)  —  A  stu- 
dent  strike  began   Wednesday 
.  at    the    City    College    of   New 
York  in  protest  against  the  use 
of  outside  police  on  campus. 

The  police  were  called  this 
morning  to  arrest  students  who 
were  blocking  construction  of 
a  temporary  building  on  cam- 
pus. A  total  of  49  students 
were  arrested  and  charged 
with    criminal  trespass. 

The  strike,  which  is  supposed 
to  continue  at  least  through 
Thursday  was  hastily  organ- 
ized Wednesday  afternoon  af- 
ter a  protest  rally  outside  the 
CCNY  library.  An  estimated 
1500  students  attended  the 
rally. 

Students  set  up  picket  lines 
in  front -of  several  classroom 
buildings  on  campus,  and 
chanted  "cops  off  campus"  as 
they  marched.  A  spot  check 
of  students  coming  from  class 
indicated  that  attendance  was 
cut  by  about  one  half. 

Today's  flare  up  was  remin- 
iscent of  a  controversy  that 
arose  over  the  same  tempor- 
ary building  two  weeks  ago. 
At  that  time  the  protestors  won 
a  two-week  delay  in  construc- 
tion. Their  original  goal  had 
been  to  keep  the  building  from 
going  up  on  what  they  re- 
garded as  a  particularly  scenic 
spot  on   campus. 

The  stay  in  construction  ran 
out  today,  and  CCNY  Presi- 
dent Buell  G.  Gallagher  held 
to  his  promise  to  arrest  any 
students  who  continued  to  sit 
tin    at    the    construction   site. 

In  justifying  his  use  of  out- 
side police,  Gallagher  intro- 
duced a  new  source  of  dispute 
into  the  controversy.  He  told 
the  press  he  had  taken  the 
'action  to,  fulfill  a  promise 
made  to  the  Onyx  Society, 
CCNY's  organization  of  black 
students,  that  more  classroom 
space  would  be  made  available 
for  a  special  program,  involv- 
ing graduates  of  slum  high 
schools. 

The  program,  called  .Seek,  is 
a  state-financed  effort  to  pro- 
vide intensive  education  for- 
high  school  graduates  who 
could  not  otherwise  qualify 
for    CCNY. 

;  The  president  of  Onyx,  Ed- 
win Fabre,  condemned  the 
president's  use  of  his  group's 
rjame  to  justify  the  use  of 
police.  Fabre,  reading  from  a 
statement  prepared  during  an 
Onyx  meeting  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon, said  "we  deplore 
President  Gallagher's  '  state- 
ment, to  the  press  that  he 
brought  police  on  campus  to 
'avoid  racial  tension." 

Fabre  said  his  group  was 
not  concerned  whether  or  not 
the  temporary  building  was 
put  up.  He  indicated  that  their 
Only  real  concern  was  to  make 
sure  that  adequate  facilities 
were  available  for  the  Seek 
program. 


Washington  (CPS)  —  A 
commission  set  up  by  the  In- 
ternational Student  Confer- 
ence says  the  ISC  did  not  work 
with    the    Central  Intelligence 
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Agency,    through    it    received 
CIA  funds. 

The  ISC,  however,  has  not 
dropped  any  funds  received 
from  foundations  alleged  to  be 
CIA    conduits. 

And  the  International  Union 
of  Students  (IUS)  has  blasted 
the  report  as  a  "whitewash." 
IUS  is  composed  mostly  of 
national  student  unions  of 
countries  with  Communist  gov- 
ernments. 

The  ISC,  formed  17  years 
ago  as  a  "free  world"  alterna- 
tive to  the  IUS,  was  accused 
of  using  CIA  funds  and  work- 
ing with  the  CIA,  by  officers 
of-  the  U.  S.  National  Student 
Association  after  NSA's  own 
CIA  ties  were  revealed  in 
February. 

The  ISC  subsequently  sus- 
pended NSA's  membership  and 
denied  that  it  had  co-operated 
with  the  CIA  or  received  any 
CIA   funds. 

Later,  however,  after 
numerous  demands,  the  ISC 
set  up  a  seven-man  com- 
mission to  investigate  any  ties 
with    the    CIA. 

The  commission's  report, 
which  has  just  been  released, 
says  that  the  ISC  has  "at  all 
times  functioned  as  a  legitim- 
ate organization,  although  we 
are  unable,  obviously,  to  say 
the  same  for  all  individuals  in 
it." 

It  is  clear  that  the  ISC  has 
been  receiving  CIA  funds.  The 
commission  report  says  that 
70-90  per  cent  of  the  ISC  bud- 
get comes  from  foundations, 
mostly  in  the  U.  S.  At  least 
three  of  these  have  been 
named  as  CIA  conduits. 

But  the  report  alleges  that 
the  ISC  was  not  aware  that 
funds  were  coming  from  the 
CIA,  did  not  co-operate  with 
the  CIA,  and  that  the  founda- 
tions alleged  to  be  CIA  con- 
duits did  not  pressure  the  ISC. 
The  report  includes  state- 
ments to  this  effect  from  sev- 
eral former  ISC  officers,  all  of 
whom  say  they  did  not  know 
that  funds  were   coming  from 
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the  CIA. 

The  commission  says  it  be- 
lieves their  statements.  Yet 
one  of  the  former  secretaries 
general,  Edward  Garvey,  is  al- 
so a  fromer  NSA  president. 
When  the  NSA  scandal  broke 
in  February  he  signed  a  state- 
ment saying  he  knew  of  the 
NSA-CIA  ties  but  that  they 
had  done  the  organization  no 
harm.  Since  he  knew  of 
NSA's  CIA  connec'/'ons,  he 
must  have  known  about  the 
Foundation  for  -  Youth  and 
Student  Affairs  (FYSA), 
named  by  NSA  officials  as 
their  major  source  of  CIA 
iunds  and  also  a  major  source 
of  ISC  funds. 

The  Commission  lists  FYSA 
and  the  San  Jancinto  Fund, 
both  American  foundations,  as 
the  major  CIA  conduits  to  the 
ISC.  It  also '  lists  the  Asia 
Foundation,  often  named  as  a 
CIA  front,  among  the  sources- 
of  ISC  funds  but  does  not 
mention  it  in  its  report. 

The  Jancinto  Fund,  located 
in  Houston  Texas,  has  ad- 
mitted its  ties  to  the  CIA.  Ac- 
cording to  the  report,  it  sup- 
plied funds  for  some  ISC  pub- 
lications  and   conferences. 

In  a  letter  to  the  commis- 
sion, FYSA  President  Arthur 
Houghton  denied  that  his  or- 
ganization is  a  CIA  conduit. 
However,  right  after  the  NSA- 
CIA  scandal  broke,  Houghton 
said,  "If  at  any  time  I  have 
co-operated  with  our  govern- 
ment on  matters  affecting  the 
national  interest,  that  is  my 
affair." 

The  commission  drew  no 
conclusions  about  FYSA,  not- 
ing the  conflicting  claims  of 
Houghton  and  the  NSA  offic- 
ers, and  .saying  that  it  "is  by 
far  the  most  difficult  One  to 
assess."     The  commission   also 
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noted  that  "Clearly  we  expect 
that  even  if  the  foundation 
were  a  CIA  front,  the  president 
and  members  of  FYSA  would 
say  that  it  is  not." 

While  it  let  the  ISC  off 
scot  free,  the  commission  at- 
tacked NSA,  particularly  on 
the  grounds  that  NSA  offic- 
ers only  announced  their  in- 
tentions to  sever  the  ties  after 
Ramparts  magazine  revealed 
the  relationship. 

NSA  President  Ed  Schwartz 
said  he  had  not  seen  the  re- 
port, but  said  that  NSA  did 
not  reveal  its  CIA  ties  sooner 
because  it  was  trying  "to  pro- 
tect innocent  people,  including 
some  of  those  in  the  ISC." 

The  commission  report  also 
said  that  any  CIA  influence  on 
the  ISC  probably  came 
through  former  NSA  officers, 
such  as  Garvey.  It  also  named 
former  NSA  and  ISC  officials 
Tom  Olson  and  Chuck  Gold- 
mark  as  sources  of  possible 
CIA  influence,  though  Gold- 
mark,  a  former  NSA  interna- 
tional affairs  vice  .  president, 
has  denied  that  he  knew  about 
the  CIA  ties. 

In  a  statement  released  be- 
fore the  ISC  report,  the  IUS 
called  it  a  "whitewash".  It 
noted  that  the  commission 
members  —  who  are  from 
Great  Britain,  Costa  Rica, 
Ireland,  Ghana,  Malaya,  and 
Belgium  —  are  all  from  the 
ISC's  leading  group.  It  also 
accused  ISC  Secretary  Gen- 
neral  Ram  Kahkina  of  using 
his  ex  officio  membership  on 
the  commission  "to  secure 
'satisfactory'   results." 


Both  of  Canada's  student 
unions  and  the  Tunisian  union 
refused  to  sit  on  the  commis- 
sion. 


Ames,  la.  '(IP.)  —  The  dis- 
continuation of  final  examin- 
ation week  proposed  by  the 
College  of  Sciences  and  Hu- 
manities at  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity last  spring  is  still  in 
the  recommendation   stage. 

George  Christensen,  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs, 
said  the  College  of  Sciences 
and  Humanities  hopes  to  in- 
terest the  other  four  colleges 
here  in  the  program  would 
be  University-wide.  He  stated 
the  general  faculty  of  ISU 
would  have  to  approve  the 
system  before  it  would  go  into 
effect. 

The  proposal  by  the  depart- 
ment heads  and  chairmen  of 
the  Colleges  of  Sciences  and 
Humanities  recommended  that 
final  week  be  discontinued 
provided  taht  each  instructor 
give  at  least  three  hour  exam- 
inations, or  the  equivalent  in 
shorter  quizzes,  each  quarter. 
The  last  hour  examination 
could  be  given  during  the  last 
week  of  classes  but  not  on  the 
last  day  of  classes. 

The  recommendation  cited 
that  examinations  would  be 
more  frequent  to  give  ade- 
quate feedback  to  the  students, 
there  would  be  no  last  minute 
cramming  for  one  major  test, 
there  would  be  more  time  for 
effective  teaching  during  the 
period  that  is  now  "dead 
week"  and  final  week,  and 
elimination  of  finals  might 
lower  emphasis  on  course 
grades.

Greencastle,  Ind.  (IP.)  — 
Collegians  at  three  Midwest- 
ern universities  have  appar- 
ently proved  that  they  can 
learn  to  write  simply  by  sit- 
ting down  and  reading  a  book. 
Not  just  any  book,  but  one 
a  college  professor  has  just 
published  that  may  revolu- 
tionize freshman  English  at 
the  collegiate  level. 

It'"  author,  Dr.  Fred  L. 
Bergmann,  head  of  DePauw 
University's  English  depart- 
ment, believes  that  "Fresh- 
man composition,  which  most 
of-  us  see  in  college  is  fuzzy, 
helter.  skelter  writing.''  With 
a  grant  from  the  U.  S.  Office 
of  Education,  he  tried  a  quasi- 
scien'ific  approach.  Berginann 
calls  it  programmed  paragraph 
rhetoric.  Sounds  stuffy  and 
technical,  but  freshmen  at 
Depauw,  Kalamazoo  College 
and  Ohio  Wesleyan  University 
proved  it's  not. 

No  piece  of  writing  will  be 
any  better  than  the  para- 
graphs that  go  into  it,"  Berg-  i 
maun  reasoned.  So  in  his 
program  he  sets  out  to  teach 
nts  bow  to  write  good  .su- 
per paragraphs  —  generally 
no  longer  than  a  Dage.  Since 
Bergmann's  premise  was  to 
teach  his  composition  by  self- 
instruction,  he  knitted  to- 
gether 124  pages  of  exercises 
dealing  with  the  "hows"  of 
writing. 

He  started  with  the  simplest 
elements  of  writing  and  pro- 
ceeded   to    the   more    difficult.

back  and  pick  out  the  topic 
sentence,  indicate  spots  where 
they  meandered  in  their 
thoughts,  and  finally  show  ex- 
amples of  how  they  hung  their 
story  together.  This  self- 
evaluation.  Bergmann  believes, 
starts  the  students  on  their 
students  on  their  way.  Shortly 
they  start  evaluating  para- 
graphs from  the  Yale  Review, 
the  Scientific  American.  At- 
lantic Monthly  and  other 
sources.  They  register  their 
responses  in  multiple  choice 
questions  and  then  turn  the 
page  to  learn  whether  they 
were  right.  The  process  de- 
pends on  the  learner  pyramid- 
ins  hi?  knowledge  as  he  goes, 
lasting  himself  on  the  alterna- 
tive;; offered  in  the  book. 

In  all  three  schools  the  book 
was  used  in  lieu  of  convention- 
al lectures  on  composition.  A 
program  pre-test  and  post- 
test  reduced  these  results:  At 
Ohio  Wesleyan,  where  a  9- 
point  grading  scale  was  used 
pre-test  scores  averaged  43 
or  20  students.  The  post-test 
result  was  6.65-  Thirteen  stu- 
dents showed  2-0  points  or  be- 
ter  improvement;  none  de- 
clined In  fact.  Professor 
Dorothy  Whitted  said  she  had 
the  bes'.  set  of  final  essays  she 
bad  ever  had  from  a  fresh- 
man section. 

At  DePauw,  where  two  clas- 
ses used  the  book,  "Paragraph 
Rhetoric."  the  average  gain  on 
a  100-point  scale  was  15  points 
(from  74-89)  in  one  class,  and 
a  full  grade  point  in  the  other. 
Results  were  less  decisive  at 
Kalamazoo.  Eleven  of  19  stu- 
dent? showed  improvement, 
Tive  remained  the  same  and 
three  showed  negative  im- 
provement- 
Main  objection  to  the  pro- 
gram was  what  one  professor 
called  -students''  objections 
about  the  impersonal  and  me- 
chanical nature  of  the  work."
